dium in which the batcillus of lepro- 
sy and also that of tubercuk sis grows 
with the gieatest ease. 


Over 100 cases of leprosy are being 


treated In Burmah 
by inj -ctlons of 
this substance and the treatn er.t is al- 
so being tried in thirty pla> es in In- 
dia. 
Already four cases hav. been re- 


ported cured, and in the gre it major- 
ity of those under treatmen . the im- 
provement is said to be mar ;ed.

"I wish n'.so TO speak of the habit that
